Nearly 70 percent of the re- 
gistered voters of Wilmington 
expressed their preferences, 
at the polls Saturday, in the 
biggest election in Wilmington 
since the presidential elec- 
tion of 1952. 2539 voters, 
out of a possible 3620 cast 
ballots. 

The number one question of 
the day the controversial ‘yoe 
Must Gor (Abolish the Town 
Manager Plan) received 1426 
No votes (retain the plan) as 
against 1057 yes Votes. meré 
were 56 blanks. ynder the law 
this question is now settled 
for the next three years. 

The Wilmington Firemen re- 
ceived Civil Service status, 
1828 to 453 with 258 blanks, 
and the fire and police de- 
partments received increased 


vacations, 1746 to 491, with 
302 blanks. 
Mrs, Wavie Drew, Gold Star 


Yother, and present chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen was 
outstandingly re-elected 
receiving a total of 1406 
votes, while Joseph 4. woods 
of Beacon Street, also a can- 
didate for re-election, was 
defeated by Francis J. Hagerty 
Chairman of the Board of Hea- 
Ith, 1060 to 1029. other 
selectmen votes were Raymond 
A. Harrington 416, Harold E. 
Snith 610 and Stanleys, 
Thiffault 14, with 12 votes 
cast for ohhers and 404 blanks 
In the School Committee race 
for two three year terms Mrs, 
Ruth Gratcyk, former chairman 
who resigned in a c mtroversy 
on January 26th rece ived 1295 
votes, and Arthur V. Lynch, 
candidate for re-election re- 
ceived 1258 votes. Defeated 
was yiss Eleanor Grimes, of 
Columbia Street, with 1198 
votes, as was: pearl H, yersom, 
662 votes. James y. Shine, 
who had withdrawn from the 
race, received 196 votes, and 
34 others were cast for var- 
ious persons, with 435 blanks. 
Dudley A. Buck, Birchwood Ave 
nue, resounding defeated jos- 
eph A. Sottile, Baker Street, 
1903 votes to 282 votes in 
a contest for a two-year seat 
on the school board. Sottile 
was running on stickers 
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votes were cast for other per- 
Sons. 

Unopposed, Simon Cutter re- 
ceived the largest vote, 2134 
for Moderator. There wer 
398 blanks, and 7 votes for 
others. 

Likewise unopposed, both can- 
didates for the Wilmington 
Housing Authority were easily 
elected, William FP. Smith 
getting 1926 votes for the 
elected, William F. Smith get- 
ting 1926 votes for the vive 
year term with 605 blanks and 
g votes for others and Alan E.

PAUL DUGGAN REQUEST TWO 
WRECK HEARINGS 


Ww. Paul pugean, Harvard 
Avenue, was the center of at- 
tention, Tuesday, in Bostm, 
at the ICC probe of the two 
Boston & Maine railroad wrecks 
of the past week. 

Duggan, who is a member of a 
well known Wilmingtm family, 
is General Chairman of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen. 

In the prde, which was held 
in the crowded ballroom of the 
Hotel Manger, before Commis- 
sioner gwen Clarke of the In- 
terstate Commerce C omission, 
Duggan requested that there be 
seperate probes of the two 
wrecks, which took place in 
Swampscott and Revere. Duggan 
made his request in a formal 
letter, copies of which were 
handed to Clarke, State DPU 
Commissim Chairman David M. 
Brackman, Henry J Vinxkey, 1cC 
examiner and Howard Longhurst, 
assistant director of the Icc 
Bureau of Safety and Service. 
Duggan rose from his seat, in 
the audience, shortly after 
the hearing began, at y9 am to 
make the request and his let- 
ter read: 

“1 nereby request this com- 
mission to postpone the investi- 
gation of the collision occurring 
at Revere, Feb. 28, between two 
B & M passenger trains because 
authorities already have con- 
ducted preliminary investiga- 
tions and on the grounds that 
conclusions and publicity drawn 
from such investigation may 
tend by suggestion to prejudge 
the principals involved in a pre- 
vious and more serious collision 


in Swampscott on the same 
date.

past problems, on the occasion 
of his first meeting, Monday 
evening. A delegation from 
FPairmeadow Road attended the 
meeting of the new board, to 
discuss an old problem--viz 
Fairmeadow Road. 

There is a poo] cm Fairmeadow 
Road. Several weeks ago it 
was over 309 feet long, and 
covered the entire street to a 
depth of 2 to 3 feet. Monday 
night it was 350 feet long, 
and just a little deeper. 
Several weeks ago the Select- 
men had voted tcsend a water 
department pump to Fairmeadow 
Road, to pump out the water, 
at a time when the residents 
had made arrangements for 
gravel fill to be dumped into 
the hole. The deal however, 
was called off, because Presi- 
dent Jim McLaughlin of the 
Shawsheen Avenue Association 
explained to the Selectmen, 
the man who was goi " to give 
the gravel was Bob ™o: of 
South Wilmingtm, and the ‘Town 
has issued an injunction 
through the carts, forbidding 
him to remove gravel from his 
land. They didn t want to 
buy gravel, when Mr, Moran was 
going to give it, and, now Mr, 
Moran couldn t. 

Patiently the Selectmen ex- 
plained that the street was 
not accepted, and that because 
of this the town was powerless 
to do anything, unless the 
abuttors (residents) paid for 
it. This was a complicated 
question, because of an ex- 
pression in Planning Board 
proceedure. The Planning 
Board had accepted the plan 
for this streetf under older 
regulations, in 1952. To some 
of the Shawsheen group this 
word accepted had only one 
meaning--the street was ac- 
cepted, and that was that. 

For half an hour the talk 
went on, The Shawsheen group 
wanted an answer, and without 
doubt they would have been 
very happy to hear the Select- 
men say ‘We will fix it’, but 
the Selectmen couldn t--for 
this was against the law. 
Finally the Selectmen retired 
to ponder the question where 
there was a little less noise 
Nick DeFelice was in favor of 
declaring a emergency, such as 
had been suggested by Charles 
Biack two weeks past. Frank 
Hagerty felt the same way. Mrs 
Drew and the ™ pointed out 
that you couldn’ t--as yrs. 
Drew said ‘We fix this, then 
Gowing Road will want to be 
fixed, and Chanter Road, and 
Kelly Road, and Kirrnan Ave- 
nue, and where is the mmey? 

E. Hayward Bliss, a civil en-* 
gineer by profession, figured 
that it would take 150 yards of 
gravel to fill the hole. The 
cost, the Selectmen had pre- 
viously said, wotild be $1.25 
a yard, to scrape, fill and 
grade such a hole. Mrs. Drew 
said there were twenty homes

RAFFI AND SWANSON

old, Treasurer of the Raffi 
and Swanson Company located on 
Eames Street in Wilmington, 
dropped dead suddenly in Flo- 
rida last Sauurday afternoon. 
Mr, and Mrs, Swanson had been 
at west Palm Beach since the 
middle of February and were 
motoring homeward’ to 47 Cam- 
bridge Street in Winchester, 
by the way of St. petersburg. 
They were visiting Dr. Lester 
Pratt of St. petersburg when 
Mr, Swanson was fatally 
stricken, 

Previous to its location on 
Eames Street in July 1952, the 
canpany of Raffi and Swanson, 
manufacturers of industrial 
finishes and lacquers, had its 
facilities on Eastern Avenue 


in Chelsea, 


During those many 
years, Mr. Swanson was active 
in the affairs of the commun- 


ity. we was a director of the 
Provident Co-operative Bank, 

of the Chamber of Commerce, 
served as President of the 
Rotary Club, had been Vice- 
President and member of the 
investment board of the 
Chelsea Savings Bank and be- 
longed to. the Aleppo Temple of 
Boston, 

Mr, Swanson came to this sec- 
tion of the country from Rals- 
ton, Pa. He graduated from 
Harvard in the year 1918, 
served as a Lieutenant in the 
Artillery in world war 1, and 
previous to his affiliation 
with his partner, Charles L, 
Raffi, had been a research 
chemist for the Merrimac Chemi 
cal Company.

Gratcyk charged that the School Com- 
mittee had adopted a deliberate and precon- 
ceived attitude in its meeting with the Fin- 
ance Committee of "yere is our budget--Don't 
change or we will take you to court!' wyiss 
Grimes, the same evening, had stated that the 
information was adequate, as presented; and yr.

Budget. We have heard more than one person 
Stamping and pawing the ground as he discussed 
this. We are told too, that some of our legal 
lights have expressed the thought that they 
would like to take it to court, as a test case. 
They point out that the penalty for not voting 
the money is a 25% fine. The money here is 
aly $1200, and a fine could be no more than 
$300. For three hundred dollars, they say, it 
would be well worth the effort, as far as the 
town is e mcerned. 

Basically, the Dependency Allowance is extra 
pay to teachers who have a family to support, 
$100 for the first dependent, and $50 for each 
of the others, each year, but no more than $300 
to any person. It is only for teachers, no one 
else, and is designed to attract and keep marr- 
ied men teachers. gur citizens who have been 
Stamping and pawing the ground, getting ready 
for a fight argue that what is sauce for the 
g00se ts sauce for the gander, and that if 
every married teacher should get a dependency 
allowance, then every married employee of the 
town should, too. 

The Town Budget, it should be noted has been 

Planned this year so that if the voters cut out 
any.sum they will know exactly what they are 
cutting out. If for instance, they do not vote 
as much money as is requested for streets they 
“ill know just which streets are not to be im- 
proved, in the coming year. The budget amounts 
to 119 pages, and that is a lot of reading. 

The. TM has had 500 of them printed, on the 
Town's printing machine, so that they ore avail 
able to any one who wants me.

TOWN OF WILMINGTON-REGULATIONS FOR COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE, PUTRESCIBLE ORGANIC MATTER AND RUBBISH 


The Board of Health of the 
Town of Wilmington, acting un- 
der the authority of the Gen- 
eral Laws and amendments and 
additions thereto, and by any 
other power thereto enabling, 
and acting thereunder and in 
accordance therewith, have, in 
the interest of and for the 
preservation of the public 
health, duly made and adopted 
the following rules and regul- 


ations, 

1M SAAPTER 6 

COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF 
GARBAGE, PUTRESCIBLE ORGANIC 
MATTER ‘AND RUBBISH. 

I Definitions 

1.1 Garbage is organic matter 
such as all waste animal, fish, 
fowl, fruit or vegetable mat- 
ter produced from or result- 
ing from the use or storage of 
food. 


1,2 Putrescible organic matter’ 


is any material other than 
garbage which readily decom- 
poses 

1.3 Rubbish is all non-putres- 
cible combustible and non-com- 
bustible household and busi- 
ness wastes such as paper, 
wood, bedding, metals, glass, 
cans, rags, crockery, packing, 
broken or rejected matter. 
Building and construction 
wastes mgy be included under 
rubbish ir so declared by the 
Board of Health. 

1.4 Inaustrial wastes con- 
stitute all discarded mater- 
ials which result from the 
manufacturing processes. 

II Disposal and Collection of 
Garbage and Putrescible Organ- 
ic Matter. 

2-1 Garbage or offensive pu- 
trescible organic material 
shall not be disposed of at 
any dump - public or private. 
2.2 Garbage may be fed to 
swine in accordance with the 
rules and regulations of the 
Board of yealth, and in ac- 
cordance with existing State 
and Federa] laws. 


2.3 Garbage in the home or 
business establishment may be 
disposed of in approved com- 
mercial incinerators provided 
no smoke or odors are produced 
that can be classed as nuis- 
ances or hazards and the mat- 
erial is spmnletely burned. 
2.4 Varbage may be disposed of 
by the use of garbage grinders 
It is recommended that before 
a garbage grinder is installed 
that the Board of Health be 
consulted because of possible 
difficulties in the household 
drainage system. 

2.5 Garbage may preferably be 
disposed of through the public 
collection system éstablished 
for the benefit of the resi- 
dents subject to the following 
rules of the Board of Health. 

a, All garbage shall be kept 
in suitable metal water-tight 
containers not exceeding fif- 
teen gallons capacity and pro- 
perly covered with a tight 
metal cover. 

b. No paper, metal, glass, 
tin cans, crockery,razor 
blades, poisonous substances, 
materials injurious to live 
stock, or substances other 
than house garbage shall be 
placed in such containers. 

c. Garbage containers must be 
so located that they are rea- 
dily accessible to the col- 
lector authorized by the Board 
of Health. 

4. Garbage containers shall 


be kept in a reasonably clean 
condition at all times. 

e. Failure to comply with the 
above regulations will result 
in discontinuance of the gar- 
bage collection service from 
the violator until compliaace 
with these regulations has 
been assured. 
2.6Putrescible organic matter 
may be disposed of by burying 
to a depth of twelve inches 
provided no .nuisance results 
and by such other methods as 
may be approved by the Board 
of Health 
2.78 No person, firm or corp- 
oration shall remove or trans- 
port garbage or other offen- 
sive material through any pub- 
lic street, court, lane or way 
without first obtaining a per- 
mit from the Board of Health, 
and provided further that he 
shall remove and transport the 
material herein mentioned in 
accordance with such reason-; 
able rules and regulations as’ 
y be established by the 
Board. All such permits shall 
expire on December 31 of the 
year in which they are issued, 
but may be renewed annually. 
They may be revoked by the 
Board at any time for cause. 
No permit shall be transferred 
except with the approval of 
the said Board. No person, firm 
or corporation shall receive 
such permit without first pay- 
ing to the agent of said Board 
fa@ the use of the Town, the 
sum of one (1) dollar. 

b., Trucks or vehicles used 
for transporting garbage and 
offensive material shall be 
water-tight and be securely 
covered with a wood, metal or 
canvas cover except when metal 
containers with tight covers 
are used. 

c. Nothing in the above two 
sections shall be so construed 
as to prevent a householder 
from disposing of garbage or 
other offensive material from 
his own household without a 
permit from the Board of 
Health provided he shall re- 
move, transport or dispose of 
such garbage or other offensive 
material in a manner satisfac- 
tory to said Board. 

III, Rubbish Disposal and Col- 
lection. 

3.1 Laws . 

a Assignment of Places for 
Public and Private Dumps. 

Zoning By-Law, Town of Wil- 
mingben, Section VII-2, Dump- 
ing an&Filling, is here quot- 
ed in full: 

‘No garbage, rubbish, refuse, 
or other waste material shall 
be dumped or incinerated in 
any district and no land shall 
be used as a fill area without 
authorization on appeal by the 
Board of Appeals. The Board of 
Appeals shall grant no such 
authorization for any use cov~- 
ered by the provisions of Sec- 
tion 150A of Chapter 111 of 
the General Laws as inserted 
by Chapter 310 of the Acts of 
1955 with respect to any site, 
unless such place has been as~ 
signed by the Board of Health 
for such use in accordance 
with the provisions of such 
section. 

Any area in use for dumping 
or filling shall be identified 
by suitable markers as a pub- 
lic or private dump area, or 
as a fill area’ 

b. Maintenance of an Approved 
Site. 

Quotation from Section 1504 
as sét forth in Chapter 310 of 
the Acts of 1955, Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. 

‘Every person, including ev- 
ery political subdivision of 
the Commonwealth, maintaining 
or operating a place assigned 
as a dumping ground or as @ 
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cinerator, 


operate tne same in such wan- 
ner gs will protect the public 
health, cunfort and conveni- 
ence and prevent a nuisance or 
a danger to the public health 
by reason of odor, dust, fires, 
smoke, the breeding or har- 
boring of rodents, flies or 
vermin, or other cause.’ 

c. Dumping on Highways and 
Private Property. 

Dumping is forbidden in ac- 

cordance with Section 16, Chi 
ter 416 of the Acts of 1949 a- 
mending Chapter 270 of the 
General Laws Tercentenary Ed- 
ition here quoted in full, 
AN ACT PROHIBITING THE DISPOS- 
OF GARBAGE AND REFUSE ON HIGH- 
WAYS AND PRIVATE PROPERTY 
WITHOUT PERMISSION. 

Be it enacted, etc., as fol- 
lows: 

Chapter 270 of the General 
Laws is hereby amended by ad- 
ding at the end the following 
section: - Section 16. Whoever, 
in disposing of garbage, re- 
fuse, bottles, cans or rubbish 
on a public highway or within 
twenty yards thereof, or on 
private property, without per- 
mission, commits a nuisance 
thereby, shall be punished by, 
a fine of not more than fifty 
(50) dollars. If a motor veh-, 
icle is used in committing 
such nuisance a conviction un- 
der this section shall forth-- 
with be reported by the court: 
to the Registrar of Motor Veh- 
icles, and the registrar may 
suspend the license of the o- 
perator of such vehicle for 
not more than thirty days, and 
if it appears from the records 
of the Registrar of Motor Veh- 
icles that the person so con- 
victed is the owner of the 
motor vehicle so used, the Re- 
gistrar may suspend the cer- 
tificate of registration of 
said vehicle for thirty days. 

.2 By agreement between the 
Bara of Appeals and the Board 
of Health, non-combustible 
rubbish originating from the 
home of the individual house- 
holder maybe used on his own 
premises in connection with 
the filling or grading of land 
provided it is done in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the Board 
of Health. The rubbish so 
disposed of shall be kept 
leveled at an approved grade 
and covered with gravel or 
other suitable material, 
when necessary, and the pre- 
mises kept in such ‘a manner 
that no nuisance occurs during 
the process of filling. This 
section does not permit the 
establishment of an unsightly 
uncovered dump on any house- 
holder’ s premises. 

3.3 By agreement between the 
Board of Appeals and the Board 
of Health, combustible rubbish 
from the home may be disposed 
of by the individual house- 
holder by incineration with 
the approval of the Fire De- 
partment provided no objection 
able smoke or odors are pro- 
duced that can be classed as 
nuisances, that no hazard is 
‘involved and that the material 
is completely burned. This 
ipection does not apply to gar- 


ge. 
3.4 All rubbish, except as pro- 


vided for in Section 3,2 and 
3.3 above, must be disposed of 
at dumps designated by the Bo- 
ard of yealth and in accord- 
ance with rules prescribed by 
the Board of yealth. 
3.5 Rubbish may be disposed of 
through the public collection 
system when available subject 
to the following rules of the 
Board of yeal th: 

a. Rubbish shal] be stored in 
containers, preferably made of 
metal, weighing not more than 
eighty pounds when full and 
equip with proper facili- 
ties for handling. 


b. Paper cartons shall be 
collapsed and tied in bundles 
weighing not more than fifty 
pounds. 
c. Tree trimmings, brush, 
etc., shall be tied in bundles 
of not over four feet in len- 
gth, that can be handled by 
one man. 

d. No loose material will be 
handled by the collector. 

e. Containers for refuse 
shall be placed at the curb at 
7:00 a.m. of the day of coll- 
ection and all receptacles 
must be removed from the side- 
walk immediately after col- 
lection. No return call will 
be made. 

f. Private scavenging on the 
streets is prohibited and no 
person shall pick over the 
contents of receptacles of rub 
bish set out for collection at 
the curb. 

3.6 No persona, firm or cor- 
portation shall remove or tran 
sport rubbish through any pub- 
lic street, court, lane or 
way without first obtaining a 
permit from the Board of qea- 
1th and provided that he shall 
remove and transport the rub- 
bish in accordance with such 
reasonable rules and regula- 
tions as may be established by 
{the Board. All such permits 
shall expire on December 31 of 
the year in which they are 
issued, but may be renewed an- 
nually. They may be revoked 
by the Board at any time for 
cause. No permit shall be 
transferred except with the 
approval of the said Board. 
No person, firm or corporation 
shall receive such permit 
without first paying to the 
agent of said Board, for the 
use of the Town, the sum of 
one (1) dollar. 

3-7 Trucks or vehicles used 
for transporting rubbish shall 
be tight and securely covered 
with a canvas or other suit- 
able cover to prevent scatter- 
ing the material about the 
streets and private premises. 
3.8 Nothing in the above two 
sections shall be so constr- 
ued as to prevent a house- 
holder from disposing of rub- 
bish without a permit from the 
Board of Health provided he 
shall remove, transport or dis 
pose of such rubbish in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the said 
Board. 

IV Transportation of Wastes 
4.1 All garbage, putrescible 
organic matter, and rubbish 
must be transported in such a 
manner and in such vehicles, 
and shall be disposed of in 
such a place and‘in such a 
manner, that the same shall 
not be likely to become lit- 
tered or scattered about the 
streets or on any private pro- 
perty so as not to cause a 
nuisance of any kind. 

V. Dumps‘ and their Operation 
5.1 No person, firm or cor- 
poration shall operate a dump 
without first obtaining a per- 
mit from the Board of yealth. 
All such permits shall expire 
on December 31 and must be re- 
newed annually. ‘The fee for a 
permit shall be one (1) dollar 
payable to the Agent of said 
Board. No permit shall be 
transferred except with the 
approval of the Board of 
Health. 

5.2 All dumps, public or pri- 
vate, shall be subject at all 
reasonable hours for inspec- 
tion by the Board of Health or 
its agents and permits may be 
revoked for cause; that is 
noncompliance with the rules 
and regulations of the Board 
of yealth. 

5.3 All dumps shall be so lo- 
cated and maintained that they 
can not become a source or pos 
sible source of contamination 
to any source of drinking 


water and/or waterway, and 
that no nuisance can result to 
adjacent property owners as 
judged by odor, looks, fires, 
smoke, dust, flying paper or 
by the breeding and presence 
of rodents, insects or vermin. 
5.4 The dumping of any gar- 
bage, industrial wastes or 
other putrescible organic mat- 
ter is prohibited. 

5.5 Fences shall be erected, 
if necessary, to prevent the 
blowing about of material. 

5.6 The dumping of any mater- 
ial is prohibited except un- 
der the supervision of the 
person in charge. 

5-7 Material shall not be ea 
ned at any dump except wit! 
the permission of the Board of 
Health and under the super- 
vision of the person in charge 
and only under the following 
conditions: 

a, Between the hours of 3:00 
a.m, and 7°90 a.m. 

b. During the absence of 
High Winds. 

c. Water under pressure fran 

hydrant service or water hole 
must be constantly available 
in sufficient quantity to con- 
trol the burning of combust- 
ible material. 
d, The combustible material 
must be burned in such a man- 
ner as not to create a nuis- 
ance from smoke or odor. 

e. A fire that may become a 
hazard shall not be left un- 
attended and at the end of the 
burning period must be put 
out. 

f. All combustible matters 
must be burned regularly and 
not alloved to accumulate. 

g. The dump shall be covered, 
when necessary with gravel or 
cher suitable materials and 
be kept level at an approved 
grade always in a manner to 
prevent a nuisance. 

5.8 Scavenging of materials at 
any dump, public or private, 
by any person, firm or cor- 
poration is herewith prohib- 
ited without a permit from the 
Board of yealth. Permits she 
all be granted only for in- 
organic materials such as 
metals and bottles.

may provide, each section of 
these rules and regulations 
shall be construed as separate 
to the end that if any sec- 
tion, sentence, clause or 
phrase shall be held invalid 
for any reason, the remainder 
of the rules and regulations 
shall continue in full force.

Whoever, himself or by a 
servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other 
person, firm or corporation, 
violate any of these rules or 
regulations shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than 
fifty ($50.) dollars for each 
and every offense except when 
otherwise provided by law or 
by these regulations. 

g. Adoption 

These rules and regulationsy~ 
were adopted by unanimous vot 
of the Board of yealth, Town 
of Wilmington, Commonweal th 
of Massachusetts, at a regular 
meeting of the Board of Health 
held Thursday, March 1 
1956, at the Town yall, and 
will be in full force and ef- 
fect on and after April 1, 
1956 and exept in so far as 
they are the same, supercede 
all previously existing re- 
gulations covered by the above

As Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment I would like to enlighten 
the citizens on Article 38 
which appears on the Warrent. 
I+m asking $11,000 for a Brush 
Fire Truck. The piece of 
*equipment that I feel must be 
replaced is (26) years old. It 
is a 1930 model A Ford. It 
carries 99 gal. of water and 
900 ft. of 1% inch hose. It 

as a portable hand crank 

imp, the truck is so over- 
loaded that the top speed that 
can be reached is 25 miles per 


hour. This truck was built tc 
carry onl 

water the trush feing so old 
the tank has rusted out, and 
we had the 99 gallon tank put 
on. A new motor is needed and 
the cost would be in the vicin- 
ity of $300. It is question- 
able if there is one available 
for such an old model. This 
truck is in such poor condi- 
tim that there are times that 
we must use a house truck to 
fight a brush fire, taking 


away the protection of the 
home owners. We have only one 


other brush fire truck, that 
being a 1949 Chevrolet, which 
cost the Town $1990 for the 
chassis, as the riremen built 


blag aid cartes" Bites fons 
of water. For the past six 
years we have been called to 
244 building fires as compared 
to 1975 grass fires. We have 
17% 84. miles to cover, and 
with one truck to cover such a 
large area, especially when we 
have several fires going in 
different sections of the town 
at the same time. I feel that 
it is too much to expect of 
one truck. 

The truck Irm asking for 
waild have 490-500 eal. of 
water, and carry 2000 ft. of 
#4, inch hose, plus forestry 
ose and pump cans. yt would 
be equipped and ready for 
service on delivery for the 
$11,000. 

The article is being disap- 
proved by the Finance Canmit- 
tee. Not be ause they don’t 
feel the need of a new truck 


after looking over the Ford, 
but they feel that the other 
articles are calling for such 
large sums cf money, that 
something has to be cut out to 
keep the tex rate down, so it 
is Article 3g. I feel that the 
Article is a must and the de- 
cision will be left up tc the 
citizens what kind of fire 
prctection they want and 
should have. 

The Capital Outlay Committee 
which was appointed by the T. 
M, approved this Article very 
highly, so once again I say 
Article 3g is a must.

use hundred new families mean about 450 new people. 
One hundred families will put about 100 new children 
in our schools. About 67 will be in grammar school 
and 33 in high school. jf you operate on the §-3-3 
system, it will be 50 in grammar school, 25 in junior 
high, and 25 in senior high. 


You will need 2.2 new grade school rooms and 1.65 new 
high school rooms, which will cost about $120,000. 
You will need four new school teachers and they are 
hard to find. 


The 100 families will add about $30,000 & year to the 
school operating budget. 


The city will have to buy about four acres of land; 
one acre for grammar school, one acre for high school, 
ae acre for parks, and one acre for playgrounds and 
playfields.
